Hard-up Hatters haven’t 
paid any rent in 21 years

TAXPAYERS have not seen a penny of rent from 
Luton Town FC since it sold its stadium to Luton 
Borough Council 22 years ago. 

After receiving £3.25 million for Kenilworth Road 
in 1989, the Hatters were allowed to use it rent free 
for seven years while they looked to relocate. 

But no ground move ever materialised and now we 
can reveal that a 'deferred rent’ clause introduced in 
2004 into the contract between the Hatters and the 
council for the lease of Kenilworth Road means that 
the club does not have to pay any of its agreed £25,000 
annual rent if it makes no pre-tax profits in any year. 

Luton on Sunday has not been able to establish if 
any similar previous arrangement can explain why 
no rent was paid between 1996 and 2004. 

When LoS asked the council in October 2010 how 
much money in rent had been paid by the club 
since it bought the ground, the authority refused to 
disclose the amount, even after a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

So LoS referred the matter to the independent 
Information Commissioner’s Office (ICO), which 
was set up to ‘uphold information rights in the pub¬ 
lic interest and promote openness by public 
bodies’. 

It was only on Friday that the council’s FOI depart¬ 
ment performed a U-turn on its initial decision, cit¬ 
ing ‘guidance from the ICO’ as one of its reasons. 


TaxPayers’ Alliance spokeswoman Emma Boon 
said: “I think taxpayers in Luton will be shocked to 
hear this potential source of income to the council 
is not being used to its full advantage. 

“The council clearly negotiated a bad deal for tax¬ 
payers in the first place - it is not even collecting 
rent. I think the council needs to review the situa¬ 
tion urgently, whether that is to sell it or start mak¬ 
ing money from it. 

“I think it reflects very badly on the council that it 
tried to cover this up. It is only thanks to Luton on 
Sunday that this has come out. 

“It’s great that LoS has done this investigation 
because, otherwise, taxpayers would be in the dark. 
There needs to be transparency in the council’s 
spending when it comes to assets, otherwise how 
can taxpayers hold it to account?” 

Last month the council confirmed it would likely 
have to spend all of its £10-20 million reserves on 
the axing of 400 posts as part of austerity measures. 

In January, Mohammed Nadeem, who represents 
Bury Park’s 150 businesses as chairman of Luton & 
Bury Park Business Corporation, claimed the club’s 
search for a new home has ‘gone out the window’. 

He said Hatters’ continued refusal to comment on 
its relocation feasibility process ‘makes a mockery 
of the club’s cornerstone of openness, honesty and 
transparency’. 

Mr Nadeem said: “While I accept that Luton Town 
FC is a major part of the community, it is at the end 
of the day a private leisure business. 

“It is very concerning that the council is heavily

“But the real credit must go to the 
workers of GM Luton, they made it one 
of the most efficient sites in Europe.” 

Nick Reilly, president of GM Europe 
and chief executive of Opel/Vauxhall, 
said: “Workers at the plant have done a 
very good job. Their productivity has 
improved and the quality is excellent. 

“The automotive industry is very, very 
competitive and so one looks at 
alternatives but I am very pleased to 
see the right business decision made to 
continue building the Vivaro in Luton.”

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Ex-Dunstable college student ‘unlawfully killed’ 


THE inquest into the 12 victims of last 
year’s Cumbria massacre, which 
included a former Edlesborough man, 
found they were unlawfully killed. 

The four-week hearing in 
Workington, which concluded on 
Friday, heard details of the shootings 
and evidence about Derek Bird’s state 
of mind. 

The gunman’s last victim was estate 
agent Jamie Clark, who was a popular 
ex-Dunstable College student. 

After studying photography Jamie 
moved to Carlisle to be near to his 
fiancee Leanne Jarman, 21, who was 
studying at university in the city. 

There he found work as an estate 
agent for Belvoir Lettings in 
Cockermouth. 

He was on the way back from a 
viewing when he was gunned down by 
52-year-old Bird on June 2 last year. 

It is thought he may have parked 
alongside the A5083 to speak on his 
mobile when Bird opened fire. 

Bird, who worked as a taxi driver, 
also wounded 11 people as he drove 
across a 45-mile area from 
Whitehaven to Boot, before killing 
himself.

FOI reveals

MORE than 300 Bedfordshire 
police officers - a quarter of 
the force - did not make a 
single arrest last year. 

The figures, which were 
revealed under a Freedom of 
Information Act request, show 
one in four of the 1,265 offi¬ 
cers did not arrest anyone 
during 2009/10. 

The total number of arrests 
made in the county was 
17,987, and of these 17,070 
were carried out by 
Bedfordshire Police.

subsidising a stadium that is in very bad repair. As 
a taxpayer I would like to know what the future of 
the football club is and how much longer we are 
expected to financially support this. 

“When people are losing their jobs I think we 
have a right to know where our money is being 
spent.” 

Kenilworth Road, which seats 10,000, falls into 
Dallow ward, represented by Labour Councillor 
Mohammed Farooq, who said in his Luton and 
south Central Bedfordshire Core Growth Strategy 
consultation submission that the ground was ‘a 
focus to generate disharmony and is an eyesore’. 

He said: “The public opinion is that they should 
be paying rent. I’ve been talking to people in Luton. 
People will make a noise about this - they have 
every right if they feel this is wrong. 

“I’ve got no problem with it personally. At the end 
of the day, it’s public opinion that counts. 

“Those who support Luton Town will probably 
say not paying rent is ok and obviously there will be 
a strong feeling against it.” 

In a statement the council’s FOI department, 
which submitted its disclosure at noon on Friday, 
said: ‘The lease provides for the rent to be deferred 
while the club is not in profit with a proviso that the 
debt is not waived but remains due to be paid ret¬ 
rospectively to the authority should the club’s 
financial position improve. 

‘It should be appreciated that in the 1980s with 
the construction of the Hatters Way and loss of 
land to the highway scheme the club had plans to 
relocate to a new stadium and the council permit¬ 
ted the use of the ground for a short period of 
seven years on a rent free basis on the understand¬ 
ing the club would be actively planning to relocate. 

‘The subsequent recession, change in the club’s 
fortunes and blighting of the Junction 10a site by 
the Ml widening scheme in the 1990s impacted 
upon the club’s plans. 

‘The club has gone into administration on three 
occasions during this period, has had a number of 
different owners and been relegated from the 
Football League - all these have impacted upon the 
club’s ability to pay rent.’ 

The club refused to comment. 

In June 2008, Luton Town, which has been in 
administration three times since the late 1990s, 
was docked ten points by The FA after it and its for¬ 
mer directors were found guilty of 40 charges relat¬ 
ing to financial irregularities in that money was 
paid to football agents illegitimately via Jayten 
Stadium Limited, a holding company for the club, 
as opposed to directly from the Hatters’ own 
accounts. 

That decision came a year after the club sold five 
first team players for a combined £13 million in the 
space of 12 months. 

In August 2008, Luton Town was bought by the 
Luton 2020 consortium, which soon fell behind in 
paying for the club. 

To this day a small amount of the £1.6 million 
agreed has still not been paid. 

In a statement The FA said: ‘There aren’t any rules 
relating to private arrangements between land¬ 
lords and tenants.’

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Bed shortage results 
in hospital transfers

LUTON & Dunstable Hospital is using a 
ward at Bedford Hospital to treat 
patients because of a ‘bed space crisis'. 

Staff at the L&D are transporting 
patients to Bedford and caring for them 
there at a 16-bed unit which is normally 
only used during Very busy periods’. 

The cause of the problem is a ‘shortage 
of care home beds in the Luton area’. 

In January, 80-bed The Griffin Care 
Home, in Moorlands Gardens, off Old 
Bedford Road, was immediately shut 
down after an inspection found ‘essen¬ 
tial standards were not being met’. 

The home, which has patients includ¬ 
ing those needing nursing care, was 
given a zero star rating by watchdog, the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) in July 
2010 but was only closed six months 
later. The knock-on effect of unavailable 
bed space has contributed towards the 
L&D ‘setting up an agreement with NHS 
Luton to provide care for patients at 
Bedford Hospital’. 

In a statement the L&D said: ‘The tem¬ 
porary arrangement has been set up to 
deal with a shortage of care home beds 
in the Luton area which has had a signif¬ 
icant impact on the transfer of patients 
from the L&D.’ 

L&D chief executive Pauline Philip 



said: “We are very grateful for the sup¬ 
port of colleagues at Bedford in assisting 
with the smooth ‘stepping down’ of L&D 
patients into a community setting where 
they will receive follow-up care.” 

Regarding the Griffin Care Home’s clo¬ 
sure, the CQC said in a statement: ‘From 
October onwards we worked with other 
organisations locally to check on the 
home’s progress at implementing 
improvements. 

‘Further inspections in December and 
January found that residents of the 
home were at risk, leading to its closure.’ 

In a statement NHS Luton said: ‘Due to 
an increase in the number of very ill 
patients at the L&D, it has been cooper¬ 
ating with Bedford Hospital to ensure all 


patients’ needs are met safely and that 
they receive the immediate care they 
need. As a temporary arrangement, and 
where clinically appropriate, three 
patients have been transferred to 
Bedford Hospital. 

‘The closure of the Griffin nursing 
home has affected the number of local 
nursing home beds; however, these 
would only have been suitable for a 
small number of hospital patients who 
require long term and complex care.’ 

Bedford Hospital’s deputy chief operat¬ 
ing officer, Steve Collins, said: “We are 
pleased to be able to assist the L&D in 
providing additional beds for their 
patients at a time when they are experi¬ 
encing significant pressures.” 

In a statement the council said: ‘The 
closure of the Griffin Home with its mix¬ 
ture of nursing and residential care beds 
has placed extra short-term pressure on 
the system, although no new patients 
were admitted to that home from last 
June. However, Trefoil House opened in 
January with extra nursing beds. 

‘There is not a shortage of residential 
care home beds. There are currently J57 
vacancies in Luton, including the pri¬ 
vately owned Collinson House which is 
being launched tomorrow with 28 beds. 

‘L&D Hospital and NHS Luton are 
working with the Council and partner 
providers to explore potential opportu¬ 
nities to meet the long-term nursing bed 
needs for Luton.’ 


Patients concerned at being moved from ward to ward 


HOSPITAL patients claim they are 
being moved from ward to ward in the 
middle of the night - sometimes ‘with 
no warning or explanation’. 

Issues regarding ‘the inconvenience 
caused to [Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital] patients being moved from 
ward to ward’ were highlighted by a 
Bedfordshire Local Involvement 
Network (LINK) patient experience 
survey. 

In the March 2011 edition of the 
LINK Up newsletter, it added: ‘Patients 
are sometimes moved between wards 
with no warning or explanation (one 
was moved five times in six weeks).’ 

One respondent said: ‘There is a 
tendency in hospital to move patients 
around from ward to ward in the early 


hours, seemingly to comply with some 
form of medical or clinical 
assessment. 

“I know several people who have 
been in-patients at the L&D and 
Bedford Hospitals in recent months 
who all seem to have gone through 
similar recent experiences.’ 

In a statement the L&D Hospital 
said: ‘We understand that it can be 
very unsettling for patients to be 
moved around a hospital, and we 
strive to explain this to patients and to 
keep transfers to an absolute 
minimum. 

‘We have an admissions ward (not 
usually needed for planned 
admissions) where patients can be 
monitored and assessed at the earliest 


stage of their hospital stay. This helps 
to get medical investigations done 
quickly - patients do not stay in an 
admissions ward for long before 
transferring to a specialist 
department for treatment. 

‘We always do our utmost to place 
patients in the most appropriate ward 
for the treatment they need, however 
there are many reasons why it is 
appropriate to move a patient to 
another ward.’ 

A spokesman said reasons for 
moving patients to a different ward 
included their deteriorating medical 
condition, grouping patients with the 
same infections to minimise the risk 
to others, and occasional ‘pressures’ 
on specialties at the L&D.

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Council says ‘sorry’ 
after Drill Hall fiasco

A COUNCIL has issued an apology over 
the way it handled the disposal of a dis¬ 
used community centre. 

A meeting to discuss the future of the 
Drill Hall, in Old Bedford Road, was held 
at St Matthew’s Primary School in 
Cobden Street, Luton, on Thursday 
evening. 

Present at the meeting were English 
Defence Leader Tommy Robinson, the 
police, residents and Masjid-E-Ali, a 
group which had been the preferred bid¬ 
der for the site before Luton Borough 
Council suspended the sale indefinitely 
earlier this month. 

Before that there had been speculation 
it could be turned into a mosque, but the 
executive voted for a review to assess 
whether it should instead be used to 
meet housing and educational needs. 

Luton council chief executive Trevor 
Holden said: “The proposed disposal of 
this asset has not been handled at all 
well, and on behalf of the council I apol¬ 
ogise, particularly to the communities 
that have been directly affected. 

“While policies and procedures have 
been followed, this disposal, and the 



council’s handling of it, has understand¬ 
ably been the cause of disagreement and 
anger within and across various commu¬ 
nity groups. At a well-attended meeting, 
residents and other interested groups 
had the opportunity to put their ques¬ 
tions to the council. 

“Following on from Thursday’s meeting 
we will be working closely with the High 
Town community and other interested 
groups and, as a first step, I have already 
invited key representatives to meet with 
me to try and find the best way forward. 

“This is a regrettable situation, but we 
need to look forward to a constructive 


dialogue that helps bring a successful 
resolution and a positive use for the site. 

“In addition, a review of the council’s 
policies with regard to the disposal of 
assets has been initiated.” 

Mr Robinson said: “It was mental, I 
have never seen anything like it, it was so 
heated. Apparently the council told the 
Muslim group they could have it and the 
first they knew they couldn’t was when 
they read it in the paper.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “We had a 
presence there which was pre-planned in 
order to keep the peace. There were no 
incidents of criminality and no arrests.”

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Grandmother died 
crossing the road

THE family of a grandmother 
who died after a road collision 
on Monday night have spoken of 
their shock. 

Krystyna Blaszak, 52, was in col¬ 
lision with a car as she crossed 
New Bedford Road, Luton, at 
about 6.20pm. 

In a cruel twist of fate, she knew 
the driver of the Alfa Romeo, a 
man with whom she had worked 
last year. 

The car was travelling towards 
Luton town centre when it collid¬ 
ed with Mrs Blaszak. The driver 
and three passengers were not 
injured. 

Polish Mrs Blaszak lived just 
yards from where the collision 
happened and was on her way to 
greet a friend at the time. 

Firefighters who were en route 
to a 999 call came across the 
scene and immediately began 
CPR in a bid to resuscitate Mrs 
Blaszak on the pavement. She 
was taken to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital but died soon after¬ 
wards 

She lived with her daughter 
Justyna, son-in-law Dariusz and 
grandson Jakub in a flat in 
Primrose Close. 


Dariusz, 31, said: “She was very 
happy, always smiling and every¬ 
where she went people would 
always say she was a very good 
person. 

“She lived alone in Poland and 
was lonely so she came over here 
about a year ago to help look after 
our son as me and Justyna work 
nights. 

“On Monday she said she was 
going out to meet someone and 
we are not sure what happened 
but about ten minutes after she 
left we got a call saying she had 
been in accident. 

“It looks like she was trying to 
cross the road when it happened 
but we think the driver was 
someone she used to work with. I 
can’t remember where it was, but 
they knew each other. 


“It was just a shock, she had 
only just left home. She had been 
looking after the baby all day and 
was going out to relax.” 

Jacquie Manners, spokeswoman 
for the fire service, said: “Fire and 
rescue crews all go through trau¬ 
ma training and are trained in 
delivering advanced first aid, giv¬ 
ing oxygen and using defibrilla¬ 
tors. 

“The crew stopped and were 
able to assist the victim at the 
scene straight away while await¬ 
ing the arrival of the ambulance. 

“Another fire engine was dis¬ 
patched to the job in Marsh 
Farm.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “A 
full collision investigation is 
under way and no arrests have 
been made.”

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Coroner’s suicide verdict 
in case of hanged waiter

THE UNCLE of a waiter who was 
found hanged at the back of a 
restaurant said he is ‘satisfied’ 
with the suicide verdict a coro¬ 
ner has given. 

Mohammed Abdus Samad’s 
body was discovered on May 27 
last year in a garage behind 
Anando Mahal, where he worked, 
in Leagrave Road, Luton, by a 
member of staff. 

Rumours circulated in the Asian 
community that the 27-year-old, 
who was also known as Jewel, 
had been the victim of an ‘hon¬ 
our killing’ because of his rela¬ 
tionship with a Pakistani girl. 

In June, Mr Samad’s uncle Shafi 
Chowdury, of Conway Road, 
Luton, told our sister paper 
Luton & Dunstable Express : 
“Mohammed’s death was a mas¬ 
sive shock. Nobody believes it 
was suicide.” 

After an inquest on Wednesday, 
when assistant deputy coroner 
Tom Osborne recorded an official 
verdict that Mr Samad killed 
himself, Mr Chowdury, of 
Conway Road, Luton, was not 
keen to talk to our reporter at 
length but said the verdict was 



‘OK’ and that the family and 
community were ‘satisfied’. 

The inquest heard how the 
waiter regularly gambled and 
played on slot machines and 
spent up to £400 a day. 

It was heard how Mr Samad 
(above) had met his girlfriend, 
Nosheem Kabir, on Facebook in 
2009, but the couple had kept 
their relationship a secret. 

A statement from Pasula 
Sharath, manager of the Coral 
betting shop, in Park Street, 
Luton, said: ‘He would come in 
every day and sometimes stay 
until late. Most of the time he 
would lose money. 


‘About a fortnight before he 
died he looked stressed and I 
asked him if he was alright but he 
replied ‘I can’t stop myself’. 

‘I gave him some gambling 
leaflets because I thought he had 
a problem but he refused’. 

Mr Samad left no suicide note 
but the inquest heard there was a 
change in his behaviour around a 
fortnight before he died. 

Detective sergeant Barry 
Townson said: “I am satisfied 
there was no third party involve¬ 
ment. We didn’t tell the commu¬ 
nity as much as the community 
would have liked to know but this 
is normal practice.” 

Mr Osborne summed up by 
saying: “A tragic course of events 
led to the death of Mohammed 
Samad. He was an extremely 
good looking young man and he 
had the whole of his life ahead of 
him. 

“He was a very hard working 
young man as well. 

“If he had been strung up he 
would have had to be hit over the 
head or drugged. There is no evi¬ 
dence to this therefore I conclude 
there was no assault upon him at 
the time of death. 

“The verdict I return is that he 
killed himself.”

But without regular respite from 
the daily struggle, many disabled 
people and carers face a bleak 
future of physical and social isola¬ 
tion, depression, ill health and 
despair. 

I work for Vitalise, a charity pro¬ 
viding desperately-needed respite 
breaks for disabled people and car¬ 
ers at accessible centres around the 
UK. 

The guests who spend time with 
Vitalise often tell us how important 
a break is in their lives. 

Just one week a year can make the 
difference between coping and 
despair, between just existing and 
really living. 

One recent guest told us: “Vitalise 
is a massive thing in my life. 

“It recharges me to such an extent 
that I’m feeling the benefit for 
months. 

I get home and I’ve got so many 
memories, I’ll have done so much 
and met so many wonderful peo¬ 
ple. I come back thinking ‘I can sur¬ 
vive’. There’s nowhere else I feel so 
cared for. 

“For the small amount of time I’m 
there, I’m safe, I’m free, I’m 
human.” 

I’d like to ask your readers to sup¬ 
port this wonderful charity. We 
don’t get a penny from central gov¬ 
ernment and rely on the generosity 
of the public to continue our vital 
work.

SEVEN streets in Luton are planning to hold parties to 
celebrate next month's Royal Wedding. 

There will also be two in 
Dunstable, and one each in 
Totternhoe, Toddington and 
Barton-le-Clay, where rev¬ 
ellers will be able to pay trib¬ 
ute to the marriage of Prince 
William and Kate Middleton. 

In Luton, residents in 
Peregrine Road, Torquay

Luton Borough and Central 
Bedfordshire councils have 
waived the normal road clo¬ 
sure charge, of up to £1,300, 
to allow the parties to take 
place.

Basil Jackson, assistant director for Highways and 
Transportation at Central Bedfordshire Council, said: “It is 
pleasing that communities across Central Bedfordshire are 
taking full advantage of the council’s waiving of road closure 
fees. 

“We want everyone to enjoy the celebrations without being 
bogged down with form filling, but I would like to stress that it 
is important to inform the council of any intended road clo¬ 
sures before April 12 so that we can offer any extra advice.” 

Anyone intending to hold a street party and who requires a 
road closure should contact Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
Highways team on 0300 300 8308. 

A spokeswoman for Luton Borough Council said: “This is a 
demonstration of the true values of Luton in Harmony - com¬ 
munities coming together to celebrate and have fun.”

ting the bus. We have had a bicy¬ 
cle surgery for cyclists where 
they can bring in their bikes and 
get them checked and have any 
minor problems fixed. 

“We also had Bedfordshire 
Police in and they made security 
stickers on the bikes which are 


hard to remove so that if it is 
stolen it can be traced.” 

Sustrans, which is a UK charity 
enabling people to travel by foot, 
bike or public transport, also 
provides hospital staff with bike 
loans for those who live in the 
area. 

Mrs Golebiewska, who has 
been at the L&D in her role since 
October, added: “This is good 
because people don’t have to 
purchase a bike but can just get a 
loan. 

“They are a national charity but 
we have a good working relation¬ 
ship with the Luton branch. 

“On the bigger picture we are 
trying to get people out of their 
routine a little bit to get them to 
switch off the lights and the 
computer when they leave the 
office. 

“The L&D NHS Foundation 
Trust spends around £1 million 
on electricity per year. The 
energy awareness campaign is 
predicted to bring in a one per 
cent saving, so £10,000 per year. 

“I’ve calculated the cost of 
running a PC 24/7 as £42 per

year. If we convince ten per cent 
of staff to turn off their comput¬ 
ers at the end of the day we can 
save £6,300. 

“Our target is to reduce our 
consumption by three per cent 
each year on gas and electricity 
and to achieve that we will be 
looking at capital investments 
such as replacing old fluorescent 
light fittings with more efficient 
technologies like LED lighting. 

“A three per cent reduction will 
bring savings of about £45,000. 

“There is also a car share 
scheme so it is easier for the 
3,000 staff at the hospital to con¬ 
tact people who they don’t know. 

“They can register on an inter¬ 
nal website and input their travel 
details on when and what time 


they travel and see if there are 
any possible matches with other 
people. 

“You can then contact the 
person through email and see if 
they want to lift-share and 
arrange a journey. It makes the 
process easier. 

“Petrol is expensive and so is 
the cost of parking. The number 
of spaces available is also limited 
so it’s a good way to cut costs.” 

L&D chairman Spencer Colvin 
said: “Simple changes in the 


workplace can result in fuel cost 
savings for the hospital and our 
car share scheme for staff could 
help reduce pollution and 
congestion around the L&D. 

“Ultimately we want to reduce 
the hospital’s contribution to the 
negative impacts of climate 
change and it makes good 
economic sense too.” 

Mrs Golebiewska added: “We 
won’t save the world but we can 
change things a little bit and 
people’s attitudes.”

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Man who disguised 
stolen cars to pay 
debts avoids prison

HIGH-VALUE cars worth about 
£100,000 stolen from outside 
homes and off driveways ended 
up in a mechanic's repair work¬ 
shop. 

The cars were brought to Kevin 
Dee, of Dunstable Road, 
Studham, by a gang of travellers 
who wanted the identities of the 
vehicles changed. 

At St Albans Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Dee, 49, pleaded guilty 
to six offences of disguising 
criminal property. 

Peter Shaw, prosecuting, said 
the defendant ran a car repair 
workshop called K Dee 
Bodyworks in Hemel 
Hempstead. 

It was there the cars were taken 
having been stolen from outside 
homes across Hertfordshire, 
Surrey, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire. 

Mr Shaw said the identities of 
the cars would be changed with 


false plates and serial numbers 
removed from engine blocks. 

The cars included Audis and a 
BMW X5. 

Mr Justice Cooke, hearing the 
case, was told the cars that 
passed through Dee’s hands 
were worth in total around 
£ 100 , 000 . 

One of the vehicles had been 
sold by Dee through Auto Trader 
magazine and the buyer was out 
of pocket by £21,000. 

However, the court was told 
there was no evidence that he 
was behind the thefts or he had 
benefited financially from the 
offences. 

Carl Woolfe, defending, told 
the court that having started his 
own business, Dee found himself 
with debts due to the recession. 

But after suffering a number of 
break-ins at his business in 
which tools were stolen, he was 
approached by a group of trav¬ 
ellers who offered to protect his 
business from further break-ins 
for £50 a week. 


Mr Woolfe said Dee agreed to 
the deal but soon found the pro¬ 
tection money he was expected 
to pay had gone up to £100 a 
week. 

Dee soon found himself in debt 
to the gang, said Mr Woolfe, who 
told the court they were 
demanding £1,000 a week. 

Mr Woolfe said Dee did not 
know if he should go to the 
police because he was not sure 
they could protect him. 

“He was stuck between a rock 
and a hard place,” he added. ” 

The court heard it was then that 
cars started arriving at the work¬ 
shop for Dee to work on free of 
charge as a way of clearing his 
debts to the travellers. 

Dee was given a 12-month jail 
sentence suspended for two 
years and ordered to carry out 
200 hours of unpaid work. 

In addition he will be the sub¬ 
ject of a tagged curfew for the 
next three months when he must 
remain at home between 11pm 
and 7 am.

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L&D ditches plan to 
cut pay and holidays

A HOSPITAL considered but 
rejected proposals to change pay 
conditions for staff and treating 
bank holidays as a working day 
in a bid to save money, we can 
reveal. 

At a trust board meeting of 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital in 
December, suggestions were put 
forward to potentially cut £5.19 
million from its annual budget. 

At the meeting it was decided 
not to implement the proposals, 
which could have seen Bank 
Holiday Mondays treated as 
working days to save £400,000, 
and annual leave reduced by 


between two and five days to 
make a saving of £1 million. 

Also discussed was freezing pay 
for staff earning less than £21,000, 
which would save £450,000, and a 
further £600,000 coming from 
reducing sickness entitlement, 
but this was not accepted. 

Terms and conditions for staff 
pay and holiday entitlement are 
set out in Agenda for Change 
which was created in 2004 by 
unions, employers and the gov¬ 
ernment to make sure staff 
receive correct pay scales. 

The figures were obtained 
through a Freedom of 
Information request. 

It was also suggested at the 
meeting to freeze annual incre¬ 


ment awards for a £1.5 million 
saving, but nationally this was 
rejected by trade unions in 
fanuary. 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“As part of locally agreed Quality, 
Innovation, Productivity and 
Prevention plans, the L&D Trust 
Board was asked to consider a 
range of options to improve effi¬ 
ciency and save costs. 

“At the December 2010 Board 
meeting these options included 
suggested potential changes to 
staff terms and conditions. 

“The Trust Board has decided 
not to progress with some of the 
original suggestions as they were 
unsuitable, so pay for employees 
whose salaries are under £21,000 
will not be frozen and there will 
be no reduction to sick pay enti¬ 
tlement and annual leave. 

“National proposals by NHS 
employers to freeze staff pay 
increment awards for two years 
were recently rejected by trade 
unions, and management at the 
hospital will not be revisiting that 
proposal without national agree¬ 
ment. 

“The Trust Board confirms that 
there would be no deviation from 
Agenda for Change without full 
consultation with and endorse¬ 
ment from staff-side and trade 
union representatives.” 


Employment-seekers given £2m boost 


A FURTHER £2 million worth of 
funding has been secured to 
help get more people back 
working again. 

Central Bedfordshire Council, 
along with Bedford Borough, 
have launched the Bedfordshire 
European Social Funding ESF to 
improve employment 
opportunities across the 
county. 

A tender process is now under 


way to find providers for these 
services between 2011 and

A GROUP of young people from 
Luton have been decorating a 
vintage Bedford Truck inspired 
by the colourful and fascinating 
Pakistani truck folk art. 

Linely and brightly decorated 
trucks are a tradition in Pakistan. 

The trucks display much of what 
the drivers are fond of and what is 
most important to them. 

Pakistani truckers spend a signif¬ 
icant proportion of their income 
on having their truck decorated, 
as it represents who they are and 
for much of the time it also serves 
as a home. 

One of the most popular vehicles 
still in use in Pakistan is the 
Bedford truck, produced in Luton 
until the 1950s. 

This was the time when the pro¬ 
duction line of Vauxhall in Luton 
was supported by immigrants 
from Pakistan and India and is the 
inspiration behind Truck Art. 

The Truck Art project was select¬ 
ed because of the strong connec¬ 
tion between Pakistan, Luton and 
the people who live there. 

The group will not only be deco¬

(e) a vehicle being used for ambulance, fire brigade or police purposes if it is reasonably necessary for that vehicle to enter or 
proceed in the bus lane; or 

(f) a vehicle being used in the service of a local authority for the purpose of collecting refuse from premises adjacent to the bus 
lane; or 

(g) any vehicle operated by community transport; or 

(h) any vehicle being used in connection with the following: 

(i) any building operation or demolition; 

(ii) the removal of any obstruction to traffic; 

(iii) the maintenance, improvement or reconstruction of any road; 

(iv) the supply of gas, water or electricity; 

(v) the placing, maintenance or removal of any traffic sign; or 

(vi) any statutory powers or duties of a local authority. 

Provided that in all the circumstances it is necessary for the vehicle to enter the bus lane; 

(i) Any vehicle which enters or proceeds in the bus lane: 

(i) from a road which does not comprise the bus lane and forthwith leaves the bus lane through the gap in the single white line 
situated opposite and adjacent to the junction of that road with the bus lane, or if there is no such gap, at a point opposite 
that road; 

(ii) from an adjacent part of the road through any gap in the single white line and forthwith enters a road which lies opposite 
that gap; 

(iii) from any vehicular access way or crossing over the footway adjoining the bus lane and forthwith leaves the bus lane at a 
point opposite that vehicular access way or crossway; 

(iv) from an adjacent part of the road at a point opposite any vehicular access way or crossing over the footway adjoining the 
bus lane and forthwith enters that vehicular access way or crossing; or 

(v) the gaining of access or egress from off-street loading or garaging premises adjacent to or accessible only from the bus 
lane; or 

(j) any vehicle if the driver thereof is obliged to enter or proceed in a bus lane in order to avoid an accident and forthwith causes 
that vehicle to leave the bus lane; or 

(k) A vehicle: 

(i) while postal packets are being delivered to premises adjacent to the bus lane: or 

(ii) while postal packets are being collected from such premises or post office letter boxes adjacent to the bus lane; or 

(l) Anything done: 

(i) with the permission or at the direction of a Constable in uniform or a traffic warden; or 

(ii) in accordance with any restriction or requirement indicated by traffic signs placed on the highway by or on behalf of 
Bedfordshire Police. 

Date of Operation: The Order will come into operation on the 31st March 2011.

The only major downside for England, 
who went top of Group G, was a booking 
for Rooney which will keep him out of the 
next qualifier against Switzerland in June. 

“I know, I told him he will miss the next 
game,” said Capello. “It’s not good news 


for us.” Capello also hopes he will be able 
to speak to Rio Ferdinand soon to explain 
the decision to replace him as captain in 
favour of Terry. 

“Yes, I hope that I will meet him and 
speak with him about what really 
happened and my decision,” he said. 

Wales, having been overpowered in the 
first half, restored some pride with a 
competitive display after the break, but 
Gary Speed could not be spared defeat in 
his first home international as manager. 

Wales captain Aaron Ramsey admitted 
his side had been unable to recover from 
an awful start. 

“We gave away two early goals and never 
recovered,” he said. “We had a slow start. 
It left us too big a mountain to climb. 

“But we will bounce back from this. This 
is a stepping stone, and we will continue 
to progress.” 


Sri Lanka seal crushing win 


SRI LANKA proved a step much too far as 
England were trounced by 10 wickets for a 
humbling World Cup exit at the hands of 
Tillekeratne Dilshan and Upul Tharanga. 

England’s progress to the quarter-finals 
was unconvincing, involving a succession 
of improbably tight finishes. 

But that was not remotely the case in 
Colombo as Dilshan (108 not out) and 
Tharanga (102 not out) hit irresistible 
hundreds in an unbroken stand of 231 to 
power their team to victory with more 
than 10 overs to spare. 

England twice defended sub-par totals 
to scramble the points in their group 
games, but they never look likely to repeat 
the trick against the co-hosts. 

Jonathan Trott (86) continued his fine 
individual campaign, making himself the 


tournament’s highest run-scorer so far to 
underpin England’s 229 for six. 

But Tharanga and Dilshan made a 
mockery of the hope that an awkward 
chase was in the offing as the 2007 finalists 
booked a semi-final with New Zealand at 
the same venue on Tuesday. 

England skipper Andrew Strauss was 
honest about his side’s shortcomings. 

“Fair play to Sri Lanka, they played 
beautifully - both Tharanga and Dilshan 
were outstanding,” he said. “We’ve been 
thoroughly beaten by a better side. 

“We weren’t able to build on the platform, 
and we lost wickets in the powerplay again. 

“We have to be honest: we haven’t been 
good enough, and that’s why we are going 
home. We just haven’t played with enough 
quality with the bat and the ball.”

Town cash in on Cauley 


PREMIER League Fulham have snapped up 
Luton Town teen Cauley Woodrow for an 
undisclosed six-figure deal which could 
eventually be worth over £1 million. 

The transfer is initially thought to be 
worth more than the £150,000 Luton sold 
Andy Drury to Ipswich Town for in January 
but with clauses and sell-on fees the deal 
could add up to the highest ever received 
by a non-league club. 

The 16-year-old has only made three first 
team appearances but became the first 
player in 37 years to be selected from a 
non-league club for an England side last 
month when he joined up with the under- 
17s and scored on his international debut. 

Luton Town managing director Gary 
Sweet said: “It was inevitable, during this 
period, that we would find it difficult to 
keep hold of a player who is a full England 
international. 

“Cauley’s development since he has been 
with us has been astonishing and credit 
goes to Cauley and all those the coaching 
staff who have made him the player that 
saw Fulham warrant to pay a substantial 
amount of money for his talents. 

“We have no alternative but to look at the 
bigger picture and there is no doubt that 
whilst we are selling a talented player this 
transfer further protects us the existing 
quality of our players in our centre of 
excellence which is beneficial for the long 
term future of our football club. 

“Whilst we’re saddened to see Cauley 
leave, we are happy with the deal which 
could rise to seven figures, depending on 
Cauley’s success and which also provides 
us with a very healthy sell-on clause 



should Cauley’s career take him away from 
Fulham.” 

Hatters youth development officer Gregg 
Broughton said: “Although we are 
disappointed to lose a player of Cauley’s 
calibre, this move is one that will benefit 
Cauley, the club and all the young players 
in the centre of excellence. 

“Money generated from this move will 
not only allow us to reinvest the funds for 
a category 2 academy status under the 
new Premier League ruling but, also, 
should the club be unable to achieve 
promotion this season, allow to safeguard 
the future of all our other young talents. 

“It means we now have three players 
from this age group who are now plying 
their trade with Premier League clubs. 
Cauley joins David Moli at Liverpool and 
Lewis Baker at Chelsea.

Allen set for final

WEDNESDAY could be an emotional 
evening for Luton Rugby Club’s player/ 
coach Matt Allen as he bids to lead his side 
to their first ever East Midlands Cup final 
win in what could be his last ever appear¬ 
ance at an old stomping ground. 

Lutonians face county rivals Bedford 
Athletic at Bedford Blues’ Goldington Road 
ground (7.30pm), familiar territory for the 
skipper who made over 100 appearances 
for the Championship club. 

Allen, a European Cup winner with 
Northampton Saints, made the short trip 
down the A6 in 2008 to join the Newlands 
Road club but plans to call time on his 
playing career at the end of the current 
campaign to focus on his other role as head 
coach. 

“My body has told me it’s time to hang up 
my boots,” said Allen. “I have good 
memories of playing at Goldington Road 
and I’m quite used to leading teams out 
there so it would be a nice way to round off 
my career.” 

Luton lost in the East Midlands Cup final 
last year to Peterborough, the team that 
their opponents knocked out in the last 
four this year, and Allen is determined to 
make sure that doesn’t happen again. 

“We were disappointed to lose to 
Peterborough last season so winning it this 
year is certainly a priority for us,” he said. “I 
didn’t enjoy watching their captain lifting 
the cup last year.” 

But Allen is keeping dreams of doing the 



same this time around under wraps, 
saying: “I’ve not given it much thought. 

“We won’t get ahead of ourselves and 
when we do start to think about the game it 
will only be about the 80 minutes ahead of 
us. 

“All the old cliches come out but Bedford 
have a very good chance of winning the 
cup so we must make sure we perform.” 

Luton chairman Keith Butten paid tribute 
to the centre and revealed there may be 
one more chance for him to take to the 
Goldington Road turf. 

“Matt has been an absolute stalwart of 
both clubs and this final is a great 


opportunity to help us win some silverware 
in his last season as a player. 

“It’s a great opportunity for him to play at 
Bedford one last time, though we are 
hoping the East Midlands Committee will 
select him to play for the Barbarians 
against the Blues in the last ever Mobbs 
Memorial Match next month.” 

However, Allen, was coy about his 
chances, saying: “I’ve not heard about it. 

“I feel lucky enough to have played for the 
Barbarians once, never mind at 
Twickenham and on tour, and those times 
were one of the many highs in my career, 
but I think it should be a chance for 
younger players to cut their teeth.” 

As the team who ply their trade in 
National Midlands Three - a higher 
division than Midlands One East outfit 
Athletic - Luton should be the favourites to 
win their first piece of silverware since their 
2006/07 promotion-winning season.
